T is no accident that the Florida LejrifOature should 
pas« a resolution opposing the teaching of evolution 


in the" public schools of the state. 
This Legislature by

n^HE position of Jay Gould in the financial world was 
vl important and unquestioned. 
His son George Jay; 


Gould took over the prestige and the greater part of: 
the material possessions of his father, and sought to 
extend the financial and industrial kingdom of the fam- 
ily. 
He worked earnestly and with some apparent suc- 


cess toward that end for a number of years. 
Finally 


other financial kings defeated him, and gradually he; 
loosed his hold on the empire he had controlled. 
The1 


dynasty of the Goulds, as an aggressive business force,, 
ceased" to exist as George Gould retired to his yachts,. 
and his polo ponies. 
i 


This rather dramatic and, to many, disappointing 


career was typical of something that has happened be- 
fore in American life and will happen again. 
There 


have been many men in the United States able to acquire 
great financial or industrial power. 
Some of them have! 


passed on what they have won to successors who have 
kept it intact in every sense, or augmented it. 
But 


initially the power, at least, has been dissipated. 
The 


^ability to rule money mr,|£asses of working men is rare.. 
The heir who does riot possess it sooner or later auto-: 
matically retires from an activity for which he is not 
suited. 'Taxes eat into his wealth or other men acquire 
more, and he becomes no longer preeminent. 
Dynasties 


in finances haveysometimes been as powerful as political 


"dynasties, but they last only while they are royal in action 


as well as in wealth. 


This is pleasant foi*"both the public and the heirs. 


The public demands efficiency, and while it must have 
great power centered in one private job. it likes to see 
the job well filled. 
The heirs, on the other hand, are 


not the tragic figures they may sometimes feel when 
they fail to keep a power not suited to their talents. 
If 


they are better connoisseurs, scientists, or sportsmen 
than they are businesif'kings they arc fortunate in not 
remaining royal. James I. of England would have been 
an excellent scholar, but custom forced him to be a 
mediocre and dangerous king. In modern finance rulers 
come and go according to their skill and strength. 
It is 


better for every one that they do.

Oil companies. Mr. Tnagle denies this categorically, as 
he rlid at the time of tho inquiry. 


The charges made by Senator LaFollette and his 


associates arc, however, far loss significant than the rem- 
edies they 
proposed. 
Few 
sophisticated 
men 
care 


whether the salaries of the oil executives arc large or 
small. 
What the public wants is good service at fair 


prices, and it is perfectly willing to pay whatever is 
necessary to obtain effective executives. The Standard 
Oil companies have long had the reputation of efficiency, 
and that i.s defense enough for whatever salaries are 
paid. 


But the LaFollette committee did make a few gen- 


era) recommendations which are important. 
The estab- 


lishment of a uniform system of bookkeeping by oil com- 
panies engaged in interstate commerce, the making of 
monthly reports to a federal bureau, the divorcing of the 
ownership of pipe lines from oil companies and the alter- 
ation of the freight tariffs on certain petroleum products 
were among the immediate charges advocated. 
Senator 


LaFolleUe is one of those Americans—they are a nu- 
merous class—who naturally distrust highly organized 
business, and this renders his proposals less acceptable 
than they might otherwise be. 
But any one familiar 


with American history understands the state ot' mind. It 
is always at war with those whose energies are enlisted 
in the task of creating and of developing the vast struc- 
ture of modern industry. 
Congress, which represents 


both types of citizenship, the rural individualist and the 
imperial manager alike, must, however, find some com- 
mon ground. 


In lime the government will undoubtedly supervise 


the oil industry. This was the real objective of the Sen- 
ate committee, which possibly used its allegations as a 
brass band to assemble the crowd, and yet it ha? not 
been seriously considered by the Standard Oil Company 
in its rejoinder. 
At some future time it would be inter- 


esting to obtain the views of the corporation on this 
issue.
